much like “an act of God.” No one

As a matter of fact, no one had 
even heard of the term 50 years 
ago: What is now known medical- 
ly as a myocardial infarction was 


not diagnosed as such before 1917. 
When someone had one, it was be- 
lieved to be some kind of acute 
indigestion. 


Today the picture has changed. 
Indeed, a Winnipeeg cardiologist 
now believes it is possible to tell 
in advance if a patient is headed 
for a heart attack-—and possibly

gulants, 

The cardiologist is Dr. R. E, 
Beamish, assistant professor of 
medicine at University of Mani- 
toba With the help of Dr. V. 


Marie Storrie, assistant physician | 


at Winnipeg General Hospital, he 
has been studying the onset of 
heart attacks for the past nine 
years. And he has produced some 
highly significant data, 

Dr, Beamish says that the way 


to recognize an imminent heart 
attack is to observe a patient's 
angina (chest pain) symptoms.
